Franklin, N. H.,— Aug. 28.—Several 
thousand citizens 
ot -this state 
anc 
hundreds of prominent visitors from 
other states attended the jpatriutic 
exercises held here today to celebrate 
the completion^, and 'dedication of the 
Webster 
Memorial House, which is 
really the restored birthplace of Dan- 
iel Webster. The exercises were held 
at the old Wjebster house and con- 
sisted mainly 
in the delivery 
of a 
number of historical 
and_ patriotic 
speeches 
by 
distinguished, orators 


from this and other states, honoring 
the memory of Daniel AVebster and 
expressing satisfaction 
over the pre- 
servation 
and 
restoration 
of 
the 
great statesman's birthplace. 
When Daniel Webster was born on 
January ]8, 1782, the humble house 
in which he first saw the light of day, 
was in Salisbury, now apart of Prank 
lin. When Franklin became a town, 
hi 1828, it took parts of Salisbury, 
North field, Andover and Sanbornton 
into its territory. 
Tradition says that 
when Daniel Webster was born clear- 
ing around his father's cabin was the 
furthest north in New 
Hampshire. 
There was only a bridle path to the 
place, and the house was located so 
as to face an old mill in the hollow. 
Trees that, have stood for centuries 
are still there, but nothing remains of 
the old mill but the dam. When Dan- 
iel Webster was three years of age, 
his father, 
Capt. Ezekiel 
Webster, 
moved to what is known as the Elm 
Farm at Webster Place. This is now 
a part of the New Hampshire Or- 
phans' Home, the exterior and inter- 
ior having - been preserved 
intact. 
Abigail Chapter, D. A. R., has had in- 
stalled in front of the house a bowl- 
der with a ibronze marker. The birth- 
place and the Elms are the only two 
places now .standing in Franklin in 
which Daniel Webster lived. The old 
Webster tavern, 
across the 
street 
:'rom the Elms, which was once his 
lome, has been removed, to give way 
;o a more modern farmhouse. 
After Webster's father had moved 


;o the Elms, the old house w'hich the 
family had -formerly 
occupied, was 
moved across the road and attached 
;o a big two-story farmhouse as an L. 
The cellar of the old 'house was filled 
in and the location was forgotten. In 
Dctober, 1910, at a meeting in the of- 
fice1 of'Chief 
Justice Frank N. Par- 
sons of the New Hampshire Supreme 
Court, in this city, the Webster Birth- 
place Association was organized. The 
organization obtained an 
appropria- 
tion of $1500 from the legislature and 
:his, with other, voluntary contribu- 
:ions, enabled the association to pur- 
chase the site of Webster's birthplace 
and to restore the house nearly to its 
original appearance. 
The house was 


moved back and placed upon its origi- 
nal foundation which was fortunately 
found. 
The old. fireplace in the kit- 
chen or living room, with its iron 
crane, was rebuilt and the house it- 
self restored to its original state in- 
side and outside as much as possible. 
Even the old well in the yard 
was 
restored, together with, its old-fashion- 
ed sweep and oaken bucket. Funds 
will be collected to make it possible 
to install n. caretaker and to keep, the 
house in good condition.

Steerage Passengers in Panic." 
The small army

pavement is to be laid on North Divi- 
sion Street from North First 
Street 
to East Milwaukee Street and from 
the latter street to Court Street; the 
asphalt macadam from St. Lawrence 
Avenue to Oakland Avenue; and the 
water-bound 
macadam 
on 
Gar- 


field Avenue from Clark to Carring- 
ton Street, and 
on Vista Avenue, 
north from 
Garfield 
Avenue 
to a 
point 33 feet east of Logan Street.. 
Asphalt of a higher test has 
been 
called for in asphalt macadam previ- 
ously put down is called for in speci- 
fications for the new work. An addi- 
tional seal coat will also be required 
The specifications demand a founda- 
tion of crushed stone seven inches 
deep in the center and 
five 
inches 
deep at the side after rolling and a 
wearing surface of granite two inch- 
es in thickness. The asphalt 
binder 


must be heated to a temperature of 
from 300 to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
and applied not less than three quar- 
ters of a gallon to a square 
yard. 
When the asphalt is still 
hot, dry, 


clean, stone chips, from yt to V-f 
an 
inch in size shall be spread over the 
surface and rolled into the binder in 
sufficient quantity to fill all 
irregu- 
larities and leave a slight excess on 
the surface. 


After rolling, the wearing surface 


shall be swept free 
from 
all 
loose 


chips and a seal coat of hot asphaltic 
cement evenly applied to the surface 
in sufficient quantity to completely 
coat it when carefully 
spread 
with 
sqnceges or brooms, \ising not less 
than one-halt gallon per square yard. 
Stone chips shall be spread on 
the 
surface in just sufficient quantity to 
take up all excess binder and form a 
smooth well-bound surface when rail- 
ed. 


The macadam to be laid 
on Gar- 


field and Vista Avenues will be light- 
er than is standard, the requirements 
being five inches depth in the center 
and three inches at the sides 
after 
rolling is completed. The brick pave- 
ment on Division Street will be laid 
on a sand foundation instead of the 
customary macadam 
foundation. 
Contractors must start work on the 
asphalt macadam paving not 
later 
than. Sept. 1:1 and have it completed 
by October 25. The other paving work 
must be started, not later than Sept- 
ember 25 and be finished by Novem- 
ber 25. Curb and gutter has been laid 
on most of the portions of streets to 
be paved.

that there is a certain class of men 
who are constantly

A San Francisco paper in wrii- 
ing of the expedition says: 
A physiological 
expedition, 
com- 


posed ot some of America's leading 
biologists and physiologists, left San 
Francisco Wednesday, on the Austral- 
ian liner.Aorangi, 
for a 
year's so- 
journ 
in 
Torres 
straits, 
between 
Queenland and New Guinea. 
The avowed object of their journey- 
is to try to find out what underlies 
the vital processes, to solve the mys- 
tery and origin ot life. 
They will try to modify the vital 
process by physical 
and 
chemical 
means and to reduce them to a mat- 
ter of physics and 
chemistry, sub- 
ject to regulation by modern science. 
Torres straits has been selected as 
the scene of their new investigations, 
because it is the richest and most 
thickly populated home of coral life 
in the warld. 
Here they will study 
star fish, sea urchins, jellyfish and all 
the marine population, hoping that 
from man's marine ancestors may be 
gleaned something 
that will throw 
light on the subjects that have vexed 
philosophers and scientists since the 
beginning of time. A laboratory will 
be established on 
Thursday island, 
in about 10 degrees 
south 
latitude, 
where each member of the expedition 
will pursue the subject 
specially in- 
teresting liim, and where all the in- 
formation gained will be collaborated 
for the information of their fellow 
students in different 
parts 
of 
the 
world.

Starts With Discovery. 
Not the least important object of 
the expedition will be to continue the 
researches of a noted English scientist 
now deceased, upon the subject of the 
effect of chemical changes on both 
marine animal and vegetable life. In 
tliis respect they will start with one 
important .basic discovery. 
It is that in tropical waters there 
is a certain bacillus that consumes the 
nitrogen and by denitrofying the sea 
water causes the calcium to combine 
wjth the carbon 
dioxide, 
producing 
chalk and limestone. 
This process, it 
is claimed will account 
for much ot 
the geological 
nature of the 
sea 
coasts. It is found that the limestone 
beds of the south coast of England 
instead of being an original condition 
is but the calcium and carbon dioxide 
deposits, through the work of the ma- 
rine bacilli, in the 
crustaceous age, 
when England was 
in the tropical 
zone. 


Dr. Mayer, who is leader of the ex- 


pedition, in a statement at the Manx 
Hotel. Tuesday evening, summed up 
the objects of the trip thus: 
"We are not going to gather sepci- 
mens for museums, but to study con- 
ditions and make observations. 
We 
may not bring back a single speci- 
men. And we cannot promise any- 
thing because we do not yet know a 
great deal. We have high hopes, how- 
ever. We believe that chemistry and 
physics hold much of the secret of life 
that has heretofore been a mystery. 
"We want to find out what underlies 
the vital processes, and try to modify 
these vital processes by physical and 
chemical means, and reduce them to 
simple matters ot' physics and chemis- 
try. Perhaps we will be able to regu- 
late them. Who knows. 
Investiga- 
tions along this line are in their in- 
fancy and it remains for the young 
men of the present generation 
to 
piake the greatest contribution of civ 
ilization to the science of life, to re- 
move it from the realms of philoso- 
phic speculation. 
"But by this statement it must not 
be assumed that we are making an ex- 
We are 
already 
started a.nd so far advanced as to give 
us a practicable, tentative 
working 
theory. We are trying to get at re- 
sults that will apply to medicine. 
I 
have found that the concentration of 
the salts of the sea water and nerve 
production are related—that the rate 
of nerve production depends on the 
concentration of salts. Biologists now 
believe that we are descended from 
marine ancestors. Why may not the 
observations 
of the 
inhabitants 
of 
Torres straits be applied to the more 
highly developed human species? If 
we find the secret of curing all nerv- 
ous diseases we have made a most 
valuable contribution to science."

ganisms, causing disease, and o,f oth- 
er tiny organisms which cause decay 
in the fruit. Insects, attracted by the 
sweet fruit, introduce future worms 
by laying their eggs in it. 


It is 
possible to 
guard 
against 
these dangers by choosing clean and 
protected drying places, by prevent- 
ing careless and unnecessary expos- 
ure, by washing or sterilizing and by 
careful packing and marketing. The 
large establishments of 
the 
United 
States are setting high standards of 
cleanliness and 
are 
demonstrating 
that it is profitable to produce really 
sanitary goods. 


Unfortunately such conditions do 


not prevail in some of the countries 
around the eastern end of the Medi- 
terranean, from which comes such a 
large part of the world's dried 
figs 
and dates.
